Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  area  for  the 
year  1967. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a high  proportion  of  children  have 
been  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  and  almost  all  the  children  born  in 
the  area  have  been  protected  against  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus.  Reinforcing  inoculations  against  these  diseases  have  also 
been  given. 

During  the  year  a small  retail  producer  was  found  to  have 
Brucella  Abortus  infection  is  his  herd.  One  case  of  Undulant  Fever 

occurred  as  a result  of  this  infection.  The  producer  refused  to 

take  the  necessary  action  to  eliminate  the  infected  animals  and  it 
was  necessary  to  require  pasteurisation  of  all  the  milk  from  this 
herd. 


I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support,  to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  in  preparing  this  report.

The  Northern  portion  of  the  district  is  served  by  the  York  Waterworks 
Company  ~ the  parishes  being  Deighton,  Dunnington,  Elvington,  Escrick, 
'Fiilford,  Heslington,  Kexby,  Naburn,  North  Duffield,  Skipwith, 

Stillingfleet,  Thorganby  and  Wheldrake,  The  supply  continues  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  Southern  portion  is  served  by  the  Pontefract,  Goole  and  Selby  Water 
Board  - the  parishes  being  Barlby,  Cliff e,  Hemingbrough,  Kelfield  and 
Riccall.  Problems  of  inadequate  supply  have  arisen  in  the  Riccall-Kelfield 
area,  and  the  Board  have  plans  for  a Booster  Station  at  Barlby.  This 
should  be  completed  by  early  summer  of  1968  and  should  permit  the  removal 
of  the  restriction  on  housing  development  in  the  village  of  Riccall.  To 
what  extent  the  booster  will  cater  for  the  future,  remains  to  be  seen, 
and  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  the  provision  of  a balancing  tower 
or  new  mains,  or  perhaps  both. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Although  no  further  progress  has  been  possible  on  the  outstanding 
’’Village"  schemes,  a number  of  smaller  contracts  have  been  carried  out. 

The  financial  restrictions  still  hold  up  the  approved  North  Duffield  and 
Skipwith  scheme,  but  in  the  meantime,  the  schemes  for  the  villages  of 
Cliffe,  South  Duffield  and  Thorganby  are  being  prepared.  This  v/ill  leave 
only  Kelfield,  Kexby  and  Stillingfleet,  and  these  will  automatically 
follov;  as  soon  as  the  programme  can  be  resmed. 

Completions  during  the  year  include  the  ’connections'  contracts  for  the 
villages  of  Elvington,  Escrick  and  Hemingbrough.  This  is  a most  important 
step,  as  it  immediately  reduces  the  pollution  of  ditches  and  streams,  and 
because  the  house  drains  are  now  connected  to  the  sewer,  it  materially 
reduces  the  cost  of  installing  water  closets.  This  will  lead  to  rapid 
progress  in  the  abolition  of  pail  closets  in  the  village  areas.  The 
Council  were  recommended  to  adopt  a policy  whereby  owners  of  properties 
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be  informed  that  after  a period  of  twelve  months  from  a formal  letter, 
it  x\’'as  intended  to  cease  the  weekly  emptying  of  pails.  This  policy  was 
-approved,  and  the  results  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 

By  May  of  T968,'  at  the  present  rate  of  progress  there  should  be  virtually 
no  pails  remaining  in  the  sewered  village  areas.  There  will  still  be 
some  in  the  unsewered  villages,  and  isolated  properties,  but  a policy  of 
persuasion  is  already  showing  results. 

Further  works  completed  during  the  year  included  the  extension  to 
Elvington  sewer ^providing  facilities  for  approximately  20  properties. 

Works  in  the  planning  stage  include  the  renovation  of  Elvington  Disposal 
Works,  the  construction  of  a new  and  enlarged  pumping  station  at  Bari by, 
and  preliminary  planning  of  a disposal  works  in  the  Nabum  area  and  one 
in  the  Barlby  area. 

The  Barlby  piimping  station  is  a matter  of  urgency,  for  the  ©-xi sting 
equipment  has  become  both  unreliable  and  inadequate.  The  construction 
of  a hew  station  is  likely  to  take  nine  to  twelve  months  and  therefore 
it  "is 'hoped  that-  approvals  are  forthcoming  and  a start  can  be  made  in 
the  early  suimiier  of  1968. 

The  proposed  disposal  vjorks  at  Wabum  becomes  necesshry  because  of  the 
York  Corporation’s  inability  to  accept  any  material  increase  in  flovi 
to  the  existing  Corporation  plant  at  Nabum.  This  situation  has 
already  affected  the  overall  development  of  Heslington  village;  a 
village  plan  for  enlargement'  has  been  approved  by  all  Authorities 
concerned,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  University  development,  but  no 
progress  can  'be  made  until  sewerage  facilities  are  available.  In 
addition,  and  perhaps  of  even  greater  import,  is  the  provision  of 
sewage  disposal  for  any  extension  of  the  University.  Although  this  has 
been  retarded  by  the  lack  of  finance,  there  seems  every  reason  to 
expect  that  further  e'xtensions  xirill  be  carried  out.  Once  this  decision 
is  -reached,  the  necessary  'building's  for  Colleges  and  the  like  can  be 
erected  far  quicker  than  a major  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
can  be  carried  out.  It  is  therefore  of  considerable  importance  that 
a site  for  a works  be  settled,  and  the  works  be  either  constructed  as  a 
first  phase  or  at  least  planned  ready  for  rapid  development. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  from  properties  adjacent  to  the 
highway  has  been  generally  maintained,  although  at  certain  periods,  due 
to  siclmess  of  employees,  it  has  been  foimd  necessary  to  adjust  the 
routine.  The  continued  private  development,  and  the  ever-growing 
University,  have  greatly  increased  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected. 
The  increase  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  will  more  than  offset 
the  reduction  which  will  occur  when  the  Newland  Park/Badger  Hill  areas 
are  transferred  to  the  City  of  York, 

The  collection  vehicles  novj  include  the  50  cu.yd.  compressor  vehicle 
which  is  proving  a great  asset.  The  Council  have  on  order  a 1,000  gallon 
Cesspoll  emptying  tanker,  v/ith  an  attachment  into  which  pail  closets 
can  be  emptied,  Iflhen  this  vehicle  becomes  available  early  in  1968,  it 
is  intended  to  arrange  a separate  collection  for  pails.  This  will  remove 
the  many  disadvantages  which  arise  from  the  existing  method  of 
"combined"  collection  - disadvantages  too  obvious  to  describe,  which 
affect  both  the  workmen  involved  and  the  residents  of  the  collection  area. 
The  preliminary  preparations  have  commenced  for  the  tipping  site  at  Benjy 
Lane,  Uheldrake,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  site  will  become  operative 
in  March  1968,  This  will  allow  the  closing  of  the  North  Duf field  site, 
which  can  then  be  covered  over  with  soil  as  and  when  material  is 
available.  The  capacity  of  Wheldrake  tip  depends  on  various  factors, 
especially  the  extent  to  vihich  the  area  can  be  drained,  but  the  minimum 
tip  should  be  three  years.  This  means  a "breathing  space"  for  either  a 
further  site  to  be  found  or  provision  made  for  alternative  methods  of 
disposal.  Co-operation  with  other  adjacent  local  authorities  is  a 
project  vjhich,  in  many  ways,  is  most  enviable,  but  the  drawbacks  of  long 
hauls  and  restricted  routes  of  communication  will  all  require  very 
careful  consideration, 

I . 

Housing 

Eighty-one  applications  for  grants  towards  the  cost  of  improvements  were 
made  during  the  year  and  the  standard  grant  based  on  providing  bathroom, 
W,C.,  and  hot  water  facilities  continues  to  be  the  most  popular  scheme, 
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(69  applications)  64  schemes  were  completed  and  £9., 638.  paid  in  grant. 
Seventy  per  cent  of  the  completed  grant  schemes  were  in  respect  of 
owner-occupied --property  and  30  fo  tenanted.  Eighteen  grant  aided 
conversions  of  pail  closets  to  W.C.s  were  completed  and  £500.  paid 
in  grant.  The  decision  to  require  the  replacement  of  all  ’pails'  in 
sewered  villages  is  now  taking  effect  and  every  effort  will  he  made  to 
reduce  the  numbers  in  the  unsewered  areas  although  the  problem  will  remain 
until  sewers  can  be  provided  in  all  villages. 

Thirty-two  valuations  were  made  in  connection  with  applications  for 
advances  for  house  purchase  and/or  improvement. 

Nineteen  properties  xirere  reported  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  were  authorised.  As  a resxilt, 
eleven  properties  have  since  been  demolished. 

Complaints  by  private  tenants  of  defects  were  investigated  and  dealt  with 
by  informal  action  and  no  report  to  or  action  by  the  Council  was  necessary 

C ouncil_  _Housing 

During  the  year  the  sites  at  Riccall  (22  dwellings)  and  Cliff e (12)  were 
completed  and  dwellings  were  in  course  of  erection  at  Barlby,  Riccall, 
¥heldrake  and  North  Duf field.  Work  will  commence  soon  for  bungaloiirs  at 
Thorganby  and  a site  for  elderly  persons-  dwellings  with  wardens  facilities 
is  being  sought  at  Eulford  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council. 

Council  dwellings  now  number  805  -190  pre  war  and  615  post  war -and  there 
are  53  Council  garages. 

A number  of  houses  were  rewired  and  owing  to  the  anticipated  expense 
required  to  bring  many  of  the  older  houses  up  to  ’Parker  Morris’  standards 
a report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  of  grants  available  from  the 
Ministry.  Although  the  matter  was  deferred,  in  view  of  the  financial 
climate,  it  is  hoped  to  reviex-j’  the  question  of  renovations  as  soon  as 
conditions  allow  as  certain  repairs/improvements  are  becoming  essential. 
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Meat  Inspection 

Four  premise's  (Dunnington  - 2,’ Esciick  ail'd  Cliff e)  are  licensed  to 
slaughter  animals  for  human  consumption  and  1 Knackers  Yard  (Dunnington) 
is  licensed  for  other  animals. 

-All  meat -for  human  consumption  is"  inspected,  involving  over  350  visits. 
The  total  throughput  has  increased  to  1,648  animals  (l966  : 1 ,099)  as 
one  slaughterhouse  now  caters  for  two  butchers  outside  the  district. 

No  whole  carcasses  iifere  condemned  but  in  55  cases,  some  part  of  the 
animal  had  -to  be  re-jected  owing  to  disease  or  parasitic  condition,' 
totalling  28  stones  of  meat.  No  evidence  of  Cysticercosis  (Cystic  stage 
of  human  tapeworm)  was  found.  The  premises  are  generally  maintained  to 
a high  standard  and  further  improvements  have  been  carried  out.

Food  Premises  - Inspections  and  Food  Hygiene 

Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  the  majority  of  the  food  and  licensed 
premises.  Generally  conditions  are  satisfactory  and  any  matters  arising 
from  the  visits  were  drawn  to  the  notice  of  the  traders  concerned. 

The  number  of  mobile_  food  shops  trading  in  the  district  have  increased 
and  a number  of  these  vehicles  have  been  inspected. 

Factory  Inspections 

The  pi-ovisions  of  the  Factories  Act  relating  to  premises  within  the 
Council’s  area  are  chiefly  administered  by  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate.^ 

A number  of  premises  where  the  Council  have  responsibilities  were  visited 
and  any  defects  received  attention.

Building  Control 

The  private  development  of  Pulford  which  has  added  a total  of  67 
dwellings  during  recent  years,  is  now  virtually  complete,  as  no  further 
land  is  available.  There  was  a marked  swing  of  applications  for  private 
development  in  Dunnington  and  Wheldrake,  resulting  in  approvals  for  123 
at  Dimnington,  and  193  at  V/heldrake.  Applications  were  also  approved 
for  small  sites  at  Barlby.  The  established  sites  at  Escrick  continued 
to  develop,  but  being  of  individual  design,  applications  were  not  as 
numerous. 

Preparatory  discussions  were  held  for  the  development  at  Heslington  for 
the  Heslington  Housing  Society,  also  the  preliminary  work  to  the  new  mill 
at  Barlby  for  Joseph  Rank  & Sons  Ltd, 
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York  University  completed  Laboratories  VI,  and  21  dwellings  (Bleachfield)

During  the'  year  576  plans  were"  received  for  various  types  of  building 
works,  and  as  the  Building  Regulations  had  been  in  force  twelve  months, 
it  was  considered  that  applicants,  especially  Architects,  would  have 

had  reasonable  time  to  have' gained  experience  of  the  Regulations. 

However,  this  year  a larger  percentage  of  applications  was  returned  with 
notes  explaining  required  amendments  before  being  submitted  to  the  Plans 
Committee.  An  atmosphere  of  good  public  relations  has  been  maintained 
and  the  provision  of  more  office  space,  on  the  move  to  Pulford  Lodge, 
has  improved  facilities  for  interviews  and  discussions. 

A small  number  of  amendments  to  the  Building  Regulations  were  issued 
this  year  .ill  respect  of  Reg.  E - Structural  Fire  Precautions,  Garages 
and  Car  Ports,  and  additional,  exempted  buildings. 


While  it  vjas  thought  that  for  economic  reasons,  there  would  be  a decline 
in  applications  for  building  work,  this  has  not  happened,  and  the  estate 
type  of  application  for  private  development  still  demands  a considerable 
amount  of  physical  inspection. 

A small  number  of  contraventions  of  the  Building  Regulations  or  deviations 
from  the  approved  plan  have  been  noted  during  these  inspections,  but  these 
have  been  corrected  by  mutual  agreement  with  the  Contractor,  and  did  not 
warrant  a formal  complaint  to  the  Council. 

In  this  year  the  main  sewers  of  five  private  estates  have  been_f ormally 
adopted  by  the  Council. 


Rodent  Control 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  has  visited  and  treated  where  necessary  all 
premises  where  there  has  been  reports  of  rat  and  mice  infestations. 
Domestic  properties  are  given  a free  service  and  in  consequence  his 
services  are  requested  at  an  early  stage  - the  imposition  of  any  charge 
would  tend  to  defer  reports;  this  would  almost  certainly  produce  a more 
extensive  infestation  and  make  eradication  more  difficult. 

Approximately  150  agricultural  holdings  and  business  premises  are  on 
annual  contract  for  inspection  and  treatment,  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
control  by  the  Operator  is  frequently  commented  upon  by  the  contract 
holders. 

The  Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants  and  refuse  tip  are  regularly  treated 
and  conditions  are  most  satisfactory. 
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GENERAL 


The  many  miscellaneous  complaints  of  nuisance,  defective  drainage, 
property  disrepair  etc.  have  all  been  investigated,  but  no  conditions 
have  arisen  where  formal  action  has  been  necessary. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  respect  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishment 
Act, 
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
